ORDER 


The 20th June , 1975 


No. 3675 -RIJI -75 / 18005. - Whereas according to the settlement record prepared in 1854 , the 
water of river Ghaggar was allotted for irrigation purposes to a group of seven villages on the 

one hand 
and another group of sixteen villages on the other in the ratio of 2/ 3rd and 1/ 3rd respectively. 

And whereas out of the sixteen villages , getting 1/3rd supply of this water fifteen villages have been 
acquired by the State of Haryana for developing the Urban Estate of Panchkula . 

Now , therefore, in exercise of the powers vested in him under the provisions of the Punjab 
Minor Canal Act, 1905, the Governor of Haryana hereby orders that 15 / 16th share out of 1 / 3rd water 
supply available to the group of sixteen villages shall be utilised by the Urban Estate , Panchkula for 
drinking purposes.
